PREFACE 



"Japan is a country of social tensions 

"The emotional instability (of Japan) in tines of stress 
or crisis, the unbridled brutality of Japanese troops 
let loose upon the peaceful populations of Asiatic 
countries, bear evider.ee of a diseased society where 
healthy outlets for self-expression, a rational ambition, 

or a critical intellect are effectively damned 

"The social history of Japan illustrates how the Japeness 
violently reacted against orushing social restrictions 
and inhibitions by abandoning themselves to s frenzy 
which periodically swept throughout the centers of popu- 
lation in the Tokugawa era (1605) and more recently in 
1923, during the frenzy riots which followed the deva- 
stating fire and earthquake in the Tokyo district " 

The above quotations were taken from an article, titled 
"Mass Hysteria in Japan," recently published in the 
"Far Eastern Survey, American Council of the Inatitute 
of Pacific Halations." It was written by K. Herbert 
Norman, noted authority on Japan, and author of "Japan's 
Emergence as a Modern State." 
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In another part of tela article ha points out that "one 
need not be a Freudian to imagine what neurosis, what 
febrile passions era concealed behind the glacial calm 
of many Japanese 

He then turns to debunking the myth of a "stolid emo- 
tionally restrained and atoic Japan as the prime charac- 
teristic of Japaneae aocial behavior." He stresses 
that "these outward manifea tat ions of a aocial tehavior 
do not explain the aocial reasons for these restraints, 
and might not ba ao much temperment habit as a deliberately 
cultivated behavior pattern aasumod like camouflage for 
aelf -protection. ". ..... 

In still another part of his article he givea us a tip- 
off for a Psychological Warfare potential that might be 
used not only to activate this panic complex among the 
mob but might be capable of bringing about a hyaterical 
social condition which would turn Japan from a well 
regimented state into a mob more interested in individual 
survival than atate aurvival. 

Norman atates further: "Today with conteaporary Japan 
subject to the will of the political police, the tifcht 
aocial regimentation of the neighborhood groupa, the 
grinding economic exploitation, the atudent propaganda 
of ohauviniam, and the ahlnto superstition, are placing 
heavier burdens on the Japaneae people than they ex- 
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perienced even under the atern rule of the feudal 
Bakufu. Aa the military and political machine of 
Japaneae imperialiam begina to crack under the hai 
blows of lta enemies, it is not improbable that violent 
outburata of maea hysteria will flare up here and there." 
Oiven theae facta, it now la apparent that it is timely 
that we atep up our Payohologioal Warfare againat the 
Japaneae homeland. *his should feature material that 
would tighten the frustration ring around the Japanese 



Japanese radio broadcaata, indicating that the major 
morale government operation ia the channelling of this 
frustration complex, *his was evident with the collapae 
of two cabinets within the period of the war, which came 
as an appeaaement of the mass, when 3aipan fell and 



waa to supply new hope for growing frustration. The 
method was to discard a once believed infallible leader 
for another who could be propagandised as a true infal- 
lible one. But it goes without saying that not even 
the Japanese people can continue to be fooled by the 
replacement of an infallible who turns out to be fal- 
lible, world without end.

There is already increasing evidence of s drop in the 
Japanese morale barometer. This was reflected In the 

first public address of Premier Suzuki, after the fall §££^£J 
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of the Koiso cabinet, following the invasion of Okinawa. 
He stressed the graveness of the crisis now facing 
Japun, as the result of the invasion of Okinawa. How 
serious Japanese officialdom takes this U. S. move into 
the inner defense cone of Japan is revealed in a recent 
editorial in the Tokyo-Yomuri-Hochi, voice of the mili- 
tarist group. In this editorial it is admitted that the 
loss of Okinawa would leave Japan with "no hope of turning 
the oourse of the war. The loss of 
the collapse of the vanguards of Japan. n

This brings us to the point aa to Just how we might put 
enough pressure on this panic potential to turn it into 
an actuality, a mad hysteria among the maas of Japan. 
This might be accomplished by a long-range atrategic 
campaign in which we tie up the destruction of physical 
war with that of the forces of nature. 

Such a Psychological Warfare campaign would be designed 
to show that by acientific bombings of Japan, we intend 
to use even the forces of nature to step up their an- 
nihilation. 
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CAW IT BB DONE? 

Thia poses tha quaation: Scientifically can heavy 
bombing, pinpointed cn known earthquake areas, bring 
about an underground condition within fault sections 
which would step up the expectancy and poasibly bring 
about a calamitous" earthquake in a aelected area? The

tactical purpoae being to put out of production war 
Industries in this area, or to neutralise a atrong de- 
fenae sector. 

Thia question ia partly answerec by »• H . Hack, Assistant 
Director of the U.S. Coast Geodetic Survey, in his pamphlet 
"Japanese Earthquake, from the Military Viewpoint." He 
states In partt I Can an Earthquake be aet off by an 
explosion? " 

"Thia question has been asked several times, so it should 
receive a aerioua anawar. All that could be applied is 
trigger force, and thia can only advance and set the 
time for an earthquake which ia about to occur. It is 
conceivable, however, that an exploaion at exactly the 
right time and place might have the correct effect. It 
(the exploaive) would have to be very large and it would 
be necessary to know where to place it, and the latter 

cannot be determined at all from outside Japan" 

When and where to drop this explosive message, (at the 
most timely hour) is the crux of the problem, he stresses. 
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This problem, he adds, has beer, complicated by the loas 
of aeismological llatentag atatlona at Manila, Shanghai, 
and Ratavla. These stations, he points cut, are needed 
to supply the data to forecast a possible "trigger stress." 
Some of the data needed would be geological changes 
within Japan Itaelf and those covering concurrent minor 
earthquakes, which often anticipate a major earthquake. 
These statements, it is timely to report, were made be- 
fore the recapture of Manila and the occupation by our 
forces of the Okinawa Islands, well within the zone of 
Japan proper. 

It now appears as though they no longer hold valid, and 
that this Job of collecting the needed date Is now within 
the realm of possibility. 

With the possibility of getting this data, now arises 
the question of where to place this large explosive 
charge. Professor P. Byerly of the Selaraological 
Laboratory or the University of California, in an answer 
to this question, reduces the ran/j.e of speculation as 
to time and location. In a letter to Dr. L.H. Adama of 

the Geophysical Laboratory, he atetea: "we would 

have to eet (bomb) within less than 5 miles of that place 
on the fault which is destined to break within a year, 
no help being offered It...." and ";...if we could get 
(bomb) within a mile of a point on a fault destined to 
break within 90 years we might aet it off...".

The atatamenta of these men, prominent aoiantiata In 
their field, testify to tha plauaibility of "triggering" 
a potential earthquake condition by intenaif led 
accurate bomb Inge.

albility of triggering a potential earthquake condition 
from the realm of fantaay to that of aoientific plauai- 
bility. 

With the knowledge of the poaaible effects of exp*oaivee, 
and the aeiamological data to be obtained from liatening 
poata there appeara a good poa.ibility that we may be 
able to create a Payehological Warfare panic campaign 
well within thla realm of aoientific plauaibility. 
And if it became known in Japan that we had placed 
acientiata in atratagio area, within the aone of Japan 
proper for working out a hypothetical plan to further 
harass Japan by creating earthquakea, another diabolical 
feature would be added to stir up the imagination and 
the panic hyaterU of the Japaneae people. 



Also, the knowledge of the presence of these .dentist, 
at Manila and Okinawa, .lipped into Japan proper by our 
•gents in China, would not only give credence to such a 
diabolical plan among tha maaa of Japan but would act 
aa a challenge to Japan" a scientists. 

This diabolical plan would alao add another dilemma for 
Japanese offlciala to meet. Such a plan, it becomes ob- 
vious, would neutralise the effectiveness o f underground 
industries, put there to protect machinery and workers 
from ordinary surface bombings. It would not take much 
imagination on the part of the lowliest coolie to visualise 
himself trapped in the bowel, of the earth and doomed to 
being burled alive, by auoh a man-made earthquake. Add 

workers in above-ground industries, workers in shipyards, 
the fear of the maaa of the great hydro-electrical daaa 
turning their floods loose on the countrysides, and the 
general tension of their nomas tumbling about their heads 
at any hour, and you have a P» formula for panic hysteria 
that oannot be duplicated by any type of physical warfare.

1) Magazine: The ground -work for all the media to be 
used would be a pseudo-scientific article Inserted in ft 
counterfeit Japanese magasine. This article would pur- 
port to have originated with Japanese sclentiats and 
would contend that the prime purpose of the Allies. J* 
further intensifying their bombings, is to bring ebout 
a calamitous earthquake. The article would then go on 
to raise arguments relative to the feasibility of trig- 
gerlng the home earthquake potential by heavy explosives, 
and, especially, the new atomic bomb, further counter- 
feit articles, signed by individual Japanese seismolo- 
gists, in crediting or denying the poeeiblilty of realising 
this end, would keep the fear of earthquakes paramount 

in the minds of the Japaneae people. 

2) Leaflets would follow the appearance of the counter- 
feit articles and would give detailed instructions as to 
the precautionary measures to be taken in the event that 
the earthquake doee occur.

3) Radio could be used if eome method could be found 
to establish a station on Okinawa, which could 
by medium wave, directly into Japan, a aeries of 
casts on a band counterfeiting an official 
radio broadcast.
